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EDITORIAL 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing produces many of 
the items we put into our collections. As such, its policies 
and plans determine in large part what new issues we will 
collect in any given year. We believe it is time for the 
officials at the Bureau who manage the souvenir card 
program to consider whether the program's overall goals 
are being achieved most effectively by the policies they 
are pursuing. 


The Bureau's program has recently been criticized for 
being expensive, for playing favorites, and for inconsis- 
tency. Only some of these criticisms are valid. 


On the issue of cost, it's clear that the cost to a collector of 
obtaining one of each of the Bureau's new issues has risen 
very dramatically during the past five or ten years. In 
1982, when cards were $4 each, one could purchase the 
entire year's output of four cards for $16. In 1984, the first 
year for “limited edition prints” or “proofs,” the cost was 
$21 for seven regular cards plus $45 for the 3 Eagle prints, 
for a total of $66. In fiscal year 1987, the seven regular 
cards cost $21, the “Western Facility Dedication” or Fort 
Worth card was $6, a plain 125th anniversary print was 
$10, and six embossed prints cost $90, for a total of $127! 
True, the collector got a little more for his money in 1987 
than in 1982, receiving 15 cards as opposed to 4. In terms 
of variety, however, the selection in 1987 did not merit a 
cost nearly eight times greater than the 1982 price.

The Bureau's 1987 foray into embossed cards has turned 
out to be a collector's nightmare. Card collectors had sur- 
vived earlier BEP decisions to forego over-the-counter 
and mail sales of “limited edition prints.” (Both policies 
were turned around, the mail sale prohibition upon the 
issuance of the first Eagle at FUN, and the over-the- 
counter decision after two years.) However, the BEP 
implemented the 1987 embossed card series with an 
unusual twist: the embossed cards were not available 
either by mail or at the BEP’s Visitors Center. This meant 
that only individuals in attendance at shows could 
purchase the cards. In addition, despite the availability of 
only 1000 cards per show, no sales limit was in effect. This 
allowed some dealers to walk off with over a hundred 
cards from certain of the later shows where demand for 
the cards was clearly established and where all of the 
embossed cards were sold on the first day of availa- 
bility. 


The collectors nightmare described above caused some 
collectors to look up the names of friends, relatives and 
fellow SCCSers along the Atlantic corridor where the 
shows happened to take place: Orlando, Atlanta, 
Charlotte, New Carrollton, Cherry Hill and the single 
location west of the Appalachians, Memphis. Through 


hard work and luck, many were able to put together com- 
plete or at least partial sets of these cards. However, other 
collectors were left out in the cold. 


The Bureau's rationale for not allowing mail and counter 
sales of the embossed cards is that such cards were inten- 
ded as enticements to attract customers to the shows 
where the cards would be sold. While the BEP may have 
some interest in promoting attendance at shows in which 
it participates, this goal should not be pursued at the 
expense of the vast majority of its customers. Simply by 
issuing a regular card for a show, the Bureau does its bit 
to encourage collectors to attend. Far more damage is 
done when the Bureau adopts a strategy of producing 
limited edition items and restricts distribution to a those 
in attendance at a single location. 


We are not aware that the Bureau obtained collector 
input prior to making the decision to produce these items. 
Certainly, a formal channel for such input needs to be 
established. The Postal Service has a Citizen's Stamp 
Advisory Committee to provide advice on its stamp 
policies. If the Bureau's lawyers can see their way to 
approving the establishment of a similar committee, 
some of the concerns raised here, if they apply to future 
policies, could be adressed before the fact instead of 
afterwards. 


We do not know how many of our members have chosen 
to ignore the embossed cards. Presumably, time, and the 
market, will tell. 
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Inconsistency is evident in how the Bureau handles its 
card sales from location to location and from show to 
show. For example, at the GENA show in Cherry Hill in 
September, one could purchase any quantity of the 
brown “Constitution” print for$20. However, on the same 
day, these cards were not available from the BEP Visitors 
Center in Washington, D.C. (They were finally made 
available in Washington some two weeks later.) When the 
next “Constitution” print, the green one, was released in 
January, the Bureau limited these cards to ten per cus- 
tomer at the FUN show. You could buy an additional ten 
cards if you got back in line, and so on until your money 
ran out. This time, Bureau officials had decided to permit 
sales of the print at the Visitors Center in Washington, 
but placed a limit of five per customer, and did not allow 
an individual to return to the line. 


So what's the story? Why different limits and different 
policies? One explanation offered for the lower limit in 
DC is that the allocation of prints is lower; therefore, the 
number of cards a customer is allowed to buy has to be 
lower. This line of reasoning is flawed because it views the 
allocation as determining the limit, rather than vice- 
versa. The sales limit should be the same, whether by

THANK YOU 
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ENGRAVINGS OF THE POLARIS EXPEDITION

One of the joys of souvenir card collecting is the very real 
chance to discover something new for the collecting 
world. There is always a hope that the next flip through 
the bourse box, the next run to the bookseller, the final 
peek into the last unexplored envelope at the local stamp 
auctioneers back of the book lots will turn up that one 
great discovery which will pop right out to empty your 
wallet before you realize what you have done. How easy 
to rationalize such a “bargain.” How rewarding to sit and 
study the great find secure in the knowledge that you have 
found the undiscovered, at least until the next issue of the 
Journal reports it from another source! 


The eternal debate about just what is a souvenir card and 
a forerunner dissolves when one flips open a book, sees 
the engraved plate with the BEP identifier and falls in 
love with the work of art despite edge dents, foxing, water- 
stains, minor tears or magnificent, yes even semi- 
lustrious “toning”! 


The local paper recently wrote up a major booksellers 
convention by listing the various used book stores in the 
DC area. A rather negative description of a pricey 
establishment literally down the road from my home 
caught my eye. I had lived here for years and never even 
knew of the place. The way the paper took exception to its 
pricing sparked an interest. Here could be the place with 
loads of BEP memorial books loaded with forerunners 
just awaiting the collector. Well it was such a trove for the 
fellow collector who preceded me by six months. Deter- 
mined not to be put off I started to search the entire stock 
and there high up on a dusty shelf stood 3 volumes, 
waterstained and damaged on the covers. I quickly took 
the best of the lot and later returned to buy the other 2 for 
a collector-dealer. 


The large, almost 700 page volumes contain narratives of 
Arctic explorations by Charles Francis Hall. The title 
pages (Figures | and 4) give the publishing details. The 
1876 volume has both a red and green binding. Each con- 
tains 2 steel engravings by the BEP. The 1876 narrative 
has a small engraving of Hall taken from an 1863 
photograph and his signature (Figure 2) and a vignette of 
the U.S. Ship Polaris from a photograph taken at the 
Washington Navy Yard (Figure 3). The BEP identifier 
appears on both of these heavy stock, 10 x 7%” cards. 


The 1879 narrative of earlier expeditions in 1864-1869 has 
similar cards of the large Hall portrait (Figure 5) and the 
portrait of Sir John Franklin, noted British Arctic explorer 
(Figure 6).1n addition, each volume has almost a score of

wood engravings on heavy stock along with several maps, 
photolithographs and other illustrations. 


Born in Rochester, N.H. in 1820, Hall was working as an 
engraver in Cincinnati in 1850 when his interest turned to 
the Arctic. Sir John Franklin had found the Northwest 
Passage shortly before his death on June 11, 1847. His 
vessels then fell victim to arctic conditions and his crew 
never returned. Several Franklin relief expeditions were 
organized by several countries and private sources almost 
annually over the next dozen years. When McClintock 
discovered Franklin's fate in 1859, attention turned to 
tracking down survivors. 


Hall organized expeditions and went north to search 
from May 1860 through September 1862 and June 1864 
through September 1869. He recovered details on the fate 
of Franklin and his crew but despite Eskimo accounts, 
never encountered a survivor. In the process he made 
important geographical discoveries and found artifacts 
from Sir Martin Frobisher’s expeditions for Elizabeth I in 
the 1570s.

Hall yearned for further exploration as only his own 
words can tell. “Yet I never will be satisfied in voyaging 
and traveling in the Arctic regions until I reach that spot 
of this great and glorious orb of God’s creation where 
there is no North, no East, no West.” As he saw it: “There 
is a great sad blot upon the present age, which ought to be 
wiped out, and this is the blank on maps and artificial 
globes from about the parallel of 80 North up to the North 
Pole. I, for one, hang my head in shame, when I think 
how many thousands of years ago it was that God gave to 
man this beautiful world—the whole of it—to subdue, 
and yet that part of it which must be most interesting and 
glorious, at least so to me, remains as unknown to us as 
though it had never been created. Having now completed 
my Arctic collegiate education, I feel to spend my life 


extending our knowledge of the earth up to that spot 
which is directly under Polaris—the crowning jewel of 
the Arctic dome. I hope to start on my next voyage next 
spring. Shortly I expect to apply to our Government for its 
aid, feeling that the day has come when the great problem 
of ages on ages must be solved under the stars and 
stripes.” 


President U.S. Grant supported Hall. Congress approp- 
riated $50,000 and the U.S. Navy rebuilt the U.S. Steamer 
Periwinkle into the U.S. Ship POLARIS. Launched in 
April 1871 with a crew of 14, Polaris sailed north under 
Hall accompanied by his faithful “Esquimaux” inter- 
preters Joe and Hannah. Unfortunately Hall died on

settle that question from the collector's viewpoint. If you 
collect ships, you have to have it Also as one famous but 
anonymous dealer-collector has said, “They are all 
souvenir cards to me!” 


Seriously, these cards also fulfill Dr. Radford’s definition 
set out in the SCJ Winter 1984 issue. These cards were 
issued in volumes to commemorate and to publicize the 
Polaris expedition and Hall's earlier efforts to find Fran- 
klin and his crew. The portraits fulfill Dr. Radford’s 
portrait-vignette card standards. 


Herb Meisels uses a “State of the Printers Art Theory” to 
identify cards which includes a wider array of officially

November 8, 1871 from a series of strokes. He had by that 
time ventured farther north by vessel than anyone else. 
His crew continued the expedition until forced to split up 
and found its way back in 1873. 


The U.S. Navy purchased Hall’s manuscripts of his 1864- 
1869 expedition from his widow for $15,000 and 
published that report and the 1871 expedition report in 2 
volumes. Together with his privately published “Arctic 
Researches” of 1864, Hall’s reports stand printed for card 
collectors to seek. 


Are these engravings really souvenir cards and forerun- 
ners? One has only to look at the print of the Polaris to 


printed items including Paul Revere and Amos Doolittle 
engravings of the colonial and early federal period (SCJ 
Spring 1982 pp. 17-20). 


Which brings me to the real joy in finding these cards. In 
SCJ Summer 1983 Herb Meisels presented a copy of the 
Franklin vignette (page 28, Figure 6). He assumed it to be 
part of the series of 1914 BEP vignettes which were done 
in anticipation of 100 years of peace between the U.S. and 
Britain. He asked for further information on_ this 
vignette. 


Herb’s illustration is too cropped and light to tell if the 
Franklin card here and his are exactly alike. The portraits 
clearly are the same but Herb’s seems not to have a light 
line of text between the autograph and the BEP identifier. 
And it is this line which may answer Herb’s concerns. It 
reads “from an engraving loaned by Miss Sophia Cra- 
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croft of London.” Miss Cracroft was the niece of Frank- 
lin's widow who along with Lady Franklin vigorously 
encouraged the relief expedition efforts. The 1879 Hall 
narrative attributes this vignette to her so we can now 
conclude that the BEP Franklin vignette goes back at 
least to 1879. The question remains as to the origins of 
Miss Cracrofts loaned engraving which someone else 
will have to answer. As for me, I sit by my fire writing this 
plece—fittingly enough on Columbus Day. The attrac- 
tion of the Hall narratives is too much to delay reading 
his accounts of Franklin and his crew's fates as told by 
Esquimaux to Hall a century ago. Any further informa- 
tion would be appreciated.

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REVISION AND UPDATE — FORERUNNER CARDS 


Curtis D. Radford, M.D. 


In late 1984 the SCCS “Forerunner” numbering system 
was revised extensively to a pattern similar to that used 
for our listing of modern-day souvenir cards. Both the 
modern-day and “Forerunner” numbering systems were 
broken down into categories according to the issuer of the 
particular card. The modern-day cards were listed in the 
following categories with prefixes as given in parentheses: 
BEP (B), USPS (PS), Semi-official (SO), UNPA (UN), 
APS (APS), and ASDA (ASDA). Based on this sytem, the 
“Forerunner” cards were similarly subdivided and listed 
with prefixes: “Forerunner” Union cards (F), “Forerun- 
ner’ BEP cards (FB), “Forerunner” USPS cards (FPS), 
and “Forerunner” Semi-official cards (FSO). This revised 
“Forerunner” numbering system has since been published 
in the SCJ on an annual basis since the Fall issue of 
1984. 


The last “Forerunner” numbering system update was in 
the Summer 1986 issue of the SCJ. The following listing is 
an updating of the previous listing with only those items 
discovered since the Summer 1986 issue of the SCJ being 
listed. In addition, there may be corrections or additions 
to previous listings. The complete SCCS numbering sys- 
tem for souvenir cards will be compiled and issued in the 
SCJ later this year. 


The~Forerunner’” listings begin with the appropriate pre- 
fixes (F, FB, FPS, or FSO) and are followed by the year 
the item was issued. Separate items issued within the 
same year are differentiated by capital letters, A, B, C, ete. 
Separate cards within a particular folder or booklet are 
listed with small letters a, b, c, etc. For example, the num- 
ber F 1985Eb could be described as follows: The prefix 
“F” identifies the card as a“ Forerunner’ Union card. the 
number 1985 means that the card was issued in 1985. The 
large “E” means the card is the fifth item listed for that 
year. The small letter “b” means that it was either a 
booklet or folder with multiple cards inside and that this 
card was the second card in that folder. Matching the 
number with the listing in the Summer issue of 1986 
further identifies that card as the Convention Committee 
card from the souvenir folder issued at the 1985 Conven-

LUTES THE CENTENNIAL/OF THE STATUE OF 
LIBERTY/1886-1986" overprinted in blue offset across 
the top. The Statue of Liberty vignette is in blue intaglio

SOUVENIR CARD ERRATUM 
Donald W. Hitchcox 


Illustrated here is a head-turning error that has surfaced 
on the PS 59 MOPHILA °85 USPS card. Note that 
everything on this card is where it should be except for the 
frame surrounding the center vignette of the four cents 
U.S. stamp reproduction. 


The B.E.P.. when queried about this, 
follows: 


replied as 


“The MOPHILA’85 card was printed by a combination 
of offset lithographic and die stamping (intaglio) pro- 
cesses. The text and vignette of the German stamp were 
printed by the offset process using five colors: gray, gold, 
green, brown and black. The offset printing was per- 
formed as a six subject layout. 


Following offset printing, the six subject layout was cut to 
single subject size for printing the four cents postage 
stamp vignette on the automatic die stamp press in two 
colors, black and brown. The four cents stamp vignette 


was printed by two passes through the die stamp press. 
first printing the black background vignette, and then the 
brown frame. With the particular die stamp press 
employed, the individual cards are introduced onto a 
feeding board which contains holding pins so that each 
card is placed in proper alignment. The submitted card 
bears all of the requisite impressions; therefore, it appears 
that this card was not properly aligned when fed into the 
die stamp press the second time, thus producing the 
downward shifted brown frame. 


The cards were packed in 100 card sets which were shrink 
wrapped in plastic and cartoned for shipment in units of 
2,000 cards per carton. A total of 74,000 cards were 
shipped. Five cards were retained by this Bureau. 


The submitted card is a Bureau print error and should 
have been removed either during the production or the 
examination processes.”

From the Bureau's description of how this error occurred 
the reader should deduce that the possibility exists for 
additional cards being discovered with various degrees of 
frame shifts, from the normal all the way to, and even 
exceeding the shift as found here. To date, however, none 
such have been reported.

In the Summer 84 issue of this Journal we pictured a por- 
tion of the PS 29 BRASILIANA 79 card emphasizing a 
2mm downshift of the black line and blue intaglio plate 
impression. Also noted was the fact that I had personally 
seen a 6mm downshift on the Scott Nos. C91 and 
C92 stamps. 


At the time I would have bet money that this card would 
ultimately surface with a greater shift than that shown, 
and so it has. One of our Brooklyn members showed me a 
7mm shift, the best I have seen so far, and illustrated here 
for the record, enlarged 20% for impact.

Earliest Use of Term ‘Souvenir Card”? 


Robin M. Ellis 


This article will, I hope, be a little different from some of 
those that have gone before. This article will be asking 
questions, rather than being informative, so that some of 
you might be able to answer these questions, telling me 
what I need to know about some of the items in my 
small collection. 


The items may seem quite straight-forward upon first 
examination but, looking at them and reading them a 
second time, you realize that they tell you of other items 
about which, apparently, little or nothing is known, or 
what may be known has never been made available to us 
as collectors. I have three mini-puzzles for you. Can you 
help solve them? 


I have a small ‘certificate’ (a coupon-ticket) issued in 
Chicago in 1866 by the CROSBY OPERA HOUSE ART 
ASS'N and printed by Western Bank Note and Engraving 
Co., of Chicago. It is printed on the same type of paper— 
almost onion skin—as was some of the Confederate 
currency in the latter days of the war. It is uniface and is 
serially numbered along one end (95010). It is obviously 
cut from a sheet of like coupons because it has uneven 
edging. It measures 2” by 4”. 


The legend, apart from the top line that refers to the 
Crosby Opera House, reads: This Certificate In The 
Award Of Premiums Entitles The Bearer To One Fine 
Steel Engraving Upon Its Surrender. In the middle of the 
coupon, at the top, is a depiction of what is presumably 
the Crosby Opera House. At the bottom, in a cartouche, 
are the words FIVE DOLLARS and then a signature by 
U.?) H. Crosby, Manager.

On the blank back a cancelling stamp has been used to 
indicate that it had been surrendered and a steel engrav- 
ing issued; in a double oval are the words “Engraving 
Delivered, Crosby A.A. Chicago” and “Aug 30 1866”. 


Can anyone tell me what was the One Fine Steel Engrav- 
ing? (Note that this was obviously a souvenir. Also, as a 
‘steel engraving’, it was an intaglio engraving. Could there 
be a better choice than to call it a souvenir card? While it 
does not so state this, I think that it could very well be a 
candidate for a very early forerunner listing.)

Another item I have is printed on heavy card stock and 
was obviously intended as a ‘give-away, to persons 
attending the Republican National Convention in 
Chicago, in 1908. The size of the card is 2% x 5%” and it 
was also printed by the Western Bank Note Company. 
(See Figure 1.) 


There is no real front side to the card (both sides say ‘See 
Reverse’) but for the side I have elected to be the front 
there is a large engraved rosette on the left, within which 
is the head of a female looking right, and wearing a 
phrygian hat with a border of stars and, around the por- 
trait, the phrase REPUBLICAN NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION, CHICAGO 1908. To the right, text: 


Upon Presentation Hereof at 1458 Wabash 
Avenue (opposite Coliseum) the WESTERN 
BANK NOTE AND ENGRAVING COM- 
PANY will be pleased to Favor the Bearer with 
a Copy of Its Special Steel Engraved Souvenir 
Card of CHICAGO: The Great Central Market 
(underscoring by author). See Reverse. 


(Can you imagine American Bank Note Company offer- 
ing this same deal to us today? “Come to our offices and 
we ll give you a special souvenir card!”

Then, turning the card over, there is the engraving of 
Western's physical plant, under which is the legend: The 
finest and most modernly equipped plant of its character 
in the world. Bracketing the engraving of the plant, on left 
and right sides respectively, are the phrases ‘Incorporated 
1864 and “Enlarged 1908". (See Figure 2.) 


To my knowledge, this is the first time that the use of the 
phrase ‘souvenir card’ has been made known. It clearly 
defines what it is and I believe that it should rank as 
another forerunner. However: What does it look like? Has 
anyone ever seen if? See illustration.

And now a non-engraved piece, but interesting because it 
was printed by a security printer and was, also, overprin- 
ted. I have a ticket, printed on ordinary white paper stock, 
measuring 4% x 2%”. It is titled OFFICIAL/CHICAGO 
WORLD'S FAIR CERTIFICATE and has denominations 
at top left and right of ‘25 Cents’, in toothed circles. It was 
printed in blue ink by Northern Bank Note Company, 
Chicago. 


Over a skyline view of Chicago is the text: Redeemable In 
Trade At Face Value, In Chicago, Or At Option Of The 
Holder, In Cash At The Office Of The Corporation At 
90% Of Face Value, June 1, 1933 To December 5, 1933. See 
Reverse. Chicago Merchandise Certificates, Inc. Void 
After December 5, 1933. 


Overprinted in red ink is a capital letter “O’ at left then, 
diagonally across the face, from bottom left to top right, is 
the word SPECIMEN, in capital letters and then, at right, 
the number 13. 


Turning over, there is another OFFICIAL and then the 
text reading: The Following Is A Partial List Of Those 
Who Will Accept Chicago World's Fair Certificates In 
Trade At Face Value. Across the bottom of the ticket is a 


stylized and modernistic depiction of (probably?) the fair 
grounds of the period. At left and right of center, and 
under the quoted text, are the establishments that would 
accept the coupon at face value—all noted establishments 
of Chicago of the early 1930's: Palmer House, Hotel 
Morrison, Hotel La Salle, Hyde Park Hotel, De Met's 
Restaurants and Candies, Harding’ 8 Restaurants, 
Blackhawk Restaurant; and Greyhound Bus Lines, 
Goodrich Transit Company, Publix-Balaban & Katz 
Theatres, The Chicago Stadium-Sports, Wabash- Harrison 
Garage, North Loop Garage, South Loop Garage. 


So my questions for you this time are: What is the 
significance of the red ink overprinting (a specimen piece 
to alert all those who might be offered such items in a 
money transaction?): does anyone have any other tickets 
like mine and, does anyone have any firm information on 
the tickets and their purpose—with or without the over- 
printing? (I wonder if Greyhound has, in some forgotten 
corner of a dark warehouse, closed files of the period that 
could tell us so much?)

So much for puzzles, and passing on to other things of 
interest. American Bank Note Company is considering 
re-entering the personal check market place, to supply 
such checks to customers through the participating 
banks. 


At the International Paper Money Show in Memphis, in 
June, ABNC had a large array of specimen vignettes 
(sample vignettes might be a better term) that they could 
use in the future, to illustrate a new series of checks.

mail, at the show, or at the Visitors Center. If you sell ten 
to a customer at the show, you should sell ten to a cus- 
tomer by mail, and ten to a customer at the Visitors Cen- 
ter. If you allow the same customer to make repeat 
purchases at the show, you should do the same by mail 
and in Washington. Allocations to each mode of sale 
should be based on expected sales, instead of basing sales 
limits on predetermined allocations.

The people at the Bureau who manage the souvenir card 
program are clearly operating under the directive to avoid 
losses. It seems, however, that the overriding interest is to 
ensure sellouts and to make money, rather than to serve 
the collector. If the purpose of the card program is to edu- 
cate the public, then sales policies have to be established 
and implemented with that goal in mind. Consistent sales 
policies and an equitable distribution of cards among the 
three sales outlets would constitute a step in the right 
direction. There are enough unanswered questions 
regarding the equitable distribution of embossed 125th 
anniversary cards, that the Bureau needs to publicly 
address this issue. We hope the Bureau can articulate and 
enforce a clear sales policy for the last “Constitution” 
print to be issued at the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion convention in Cincinnati in July. We also urge the 
Bureau to open its decision-making system and formally 
identify its public contacts for the souvenir card 
program.

Since the SCCS meeting in June, we have received the 
resignation of our society Librarian/Historian, Pat 
McClellen. Pat resigned for both health and personal 
reasons. We look forward to working with Pat at future 
shows in the Dallas area.

Lastly, with great sadness I must report the passing of one 
of our most avid as well as our oldest member, Cora Aten 
of Richmond, Indiana. Cora died on August 10th at the 
age of 91 of complications of a fall that occurred in April. 
Mrs. Aten was an active collector of mint and show can- 
celled souvenir cards as well as first day covers up until 
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shortly before her death. Her collection was astounding 
in size and included many older cards with cancellations. 
She joined the SCCS as a charter member in 1981 as 
number 56. On November 13th, 1940 Cora toured the 
Philatelic Truck when it visited Marion, IN. Forty-one 
years later, Cora wrote an article for the second issue of 
the SCJ describing her visit.

Cer- 
tainly, the souvenir card hobby has lost one of its family. 
Cora will be missed dearly by all who were fortunate 
enough to know her. The SCCS expresses its deepest sym- 
pathies to Cora’s family.

brought in.) So far, two of the vignettes (to my knowledge ) 
have been used in a very limited testing, to gauge accep- 
tance. One of the vignettes used was of the Statue of 
Liberty and the other was an intricate design of 
lathework; both are superb and reaction (as told to me) 
has been for immediate acceptance. As these checks will 
be at least 50% intaglio printed they will be rather more 
expensive than those you presently receive from your 
current check printer. Cost at the moment seems to be in 
the $23-$26 range (for a 200-check supply, perforated 
across the top and with leatherette holder) but, as use and 
demand become more of an everyday thing. I presume 
that costs would eventually drop.

Notwithstanding the higher cost, the intaglio vignettes 
offer a much more attractive check than does, probably, 
your present supply. While at the IPMS, ABNC person- 
nel on scene were passing out survey sheets relative to the
